In the report on our discussion 
with Mr. Varga last year, appearing 
in our issue of May 380, 1959, we 
commented on his conviction that 
really rare stamps were selling far 
below their true value. He pointed 
out that the number of collectors in 
the world is growing tremendously, 
but that the prices paid for impor- 
tant philatelic items was not keep- 
ing pace with this increased demand. 
As a consequence, he felt, when 
these rarities come into their own, 
some spectacular increases can be 
expected, Already the soundness of 
his views has become evident, as 
witness the prices recently paid at 
auction for superb copies of classic 
stamps and rare cancellations. The

On Wednesday, June 29, 1960, 
just two days before this is being 
written, we were included in a 
party given by Alex Varga at Le Pa- 
villon d’Armenonville on the Bois de 
Bovlogne. The guests included our 
good friends Vittorio and Rosa Lo ~ 
Bianco, whom we had just visited in’ 
Rome, and their friends, Mr. and 
Mrs. Carlo Chiorino, whose mother — 
was a sister of the late Pope Pius 
XII. During the course of the party 
Alex Varga brought up the subject 
of what constitutes the “dividing 
line” between a real collector ae 
the accumulator who merely colle 


along an envelope of Seat 
his current correspondence which 
gave to Mr. Varga because 


ihe mpd 


couldn’t bring himself to throw them 
away.” 

With this as his text, Mr. Varga 
said that in his opinion this was the 
test of the real collector, who appre- 
ciates every stamp regardless of 
whether it is his own particular field 
of interest and regardless of its 
value. Mr. Varga said that such a 
person he considers a true philatelist, 
as distinguished from a mere accu- 
mulator or speculator. 

With Alea Varga as our guide and 
interpreter we had lunch at Maxims’ 
famous restaurant with Edward 
Berck, whose entire building is de- 
voted to stamps; it is located at 6 
Place de la Madeleine, Paris 8. On 
our visit last year we were much im- 
pressed with Mr. Berck’s fine store 
and offices and his beautifully ar- 
ranged stock, and we were equally 
inspired on our visit this time. We 
have never seen a better arranged 
stock, housed in finely bound stock 
books; or a more magnificent show- 
ing of specialized collections. Time 
permitted only a hasty glance 
through some of the specialized 
groups, many of which were em- 

ellished with attractive water-col- 
ored paintings, reminding us of 
Cardinal Spellman’s famous collec- 
tions of Religion on Stamps and 
America the Beautiful. In fact, one 
of Mr. Berck’s prize collections is 
devoted to Vatican issues, and is 
valued at $50,000. 


Many of the books in the Berck 


stock showed large blocks and cov- 
ers of classic rarities that would 
make any specialist's eyes pop. We 
doubt if any other dealer in the 
world can show such an array of 
die proofs in trial colors, progress- 
ive proofs of bi-colored stamps, im- 
perforate sheets, and other unusual 
items. 

Our readers are all familiar with 
the stamps which a number of Euro- 
pean countries have brought out 
each year since 1956 with the “Euro- 
pean Unity” theme. This plan will 
be followed again in 1960, and in 
September the French Stamp Deal- 
ers’ Association will sponsor an ex- 
hibition to feature the first day of 
issue of these stamps. Mr. Berck 
is the Commissioner of the show, and 
has prepared an attractive souvenir 
card featuring typical views of each 
of the participating countries. En- 
trance to the exhibition will be free, 
but the proceeds from sale of the 
cards, with a copy of the French 
stamp cancelled on opening day, will 
be turned over to a charity in which 
all French stamp dealers partici- 
pate. This charity provides help for 
needy stamp dealers, their widows 
and orphans, as well as employes in 
need, a very worthy project. 

Ladislaus Varga, brother of Alez, 
is the president of Theodore Cham- 
pion & Co. and editor of the Yvert-

Design of U. S. Mexican 
Independence Commemorative 


This bell is presently located in a niche 
over the entrance to the Palacio Nacional 
(National Palace) in Mexico City, and is 
rung each year by the President of Mexico 
in impressive ceremonies. It hangs from 
a cross-piece supported ‘by the figures of 
two infants. Printing of this portion of 
the stamp will be in a shade of red simu- 
lating that used for the Mexican flag. In- 
scriptions will be in green. 

Printing will be on the Giori press, 
sheet-fed, and perforated by the L-type 
perforating machine. The stamps will 
measure 0.84 by 1.44 inches, arranged 
vertically, and issuance will be in sheets 
of fifty subjects. An initial printing order 
for 120 million has been placed. 

Design is by Leon Helguera and Charles 
R. Chickering. The vignette was engraved 
by Charles A. Brooks and the lettering 
and numeral by Howard F. Sharpless. 

Collectors desiring first day cancella- 
tions may send addressed envelopes, to- 
gether with remittance to cover the cost of 
the stamps to be affixed, to the Postmaster, 
Los Angeles 52, California. The outside 
envelope, orwrapper, to the Postmaster 
should be endorsed “First Day Covers 4- 
cent Mexican Independence Stamp.” Col- 
lectors should bear in mind that this is a 
vertical stamp and covers should be ad- 
dressed low and as far to the left as 
possible.

Some countries sell 
the booklet pane backs and interleaves, 
such as Germany. You will find these 
Singer tabs are not rare. Also, some issues 
have ads for a patent medicine, for @ cor- 
dial, etc.

Q.—1I hear if you send a postcard to 
US consulates in amy country they will 
send you stamps of that country. True? 

A—WNot true, unless some consul might 
be so rash as to buy them for you and 
make a gift. They surely are not under any 
obligation to do so. And this is no way 
to build a collection. I strongly advise 
against trying it. 

* * * 

Q.—Are there countries that would send 
me stamps? 

A.—This is a beginner, and I answer 
him and others: Yes, there are countries 
with philatelic agencies who sell their 
stamps at face value. The best list I’ve 
seen is The Philatelic Informant, 50c from 
Van Dahl Publications, Albany, Oregon. 
Other data about study clubs, too. BUT 
let’s get this straight: from the few pen- 
nies over face he charges, your dealer 
offers (a) good copies, (b) prompt serv- 
ice, (c) return privileges if not satisfied, 
(d) abvance information, etc. If you order 
stamps from philatelic agencies, be pre- 
pared to wait, take what you get, and by 
the time you pay the postage and registra- 
tion fees youll probably not save any 
money. The agencies do serve a very use- 
ful purpose, but I urge beginners to learn 
more about their hobby first and let the 
dealer have his small profit in return for 
his headaches.

For many years Philatelists have wondered why the 1916 Regular Issue set, Witho 
Watermark, lacked a 30c value. The question has often been asked, would that missing 
value ever turn up, in fact, was it ever issued? 

The fact is such a value was discovered in the early fall of 1917, reportedly purchased 
in a Post Office in New Jersey. However, that discovery was initially discredited as impossible 
after an inquiry to the Post Office Dept. resulted in an official statement that the 30c stamp 
“had never been issued on unwatermarked paper, perforated 10.” ; = 

A Philadelphia dealer, Mr. Percy McGraw Mann, who claimed to have in his possession 
a full sheet of 100-of the 30c, Perf 10, without watermak, refused to accept that official 
statement, preferring to believe his own eyes. He took the full sheet of 100 to Washington 
for the personal examination of the P. O. officials which examination resulted in a letter 
dated “Oct. 22, 1917” from the Third Assistant Postmaster General, Mr. A. M. Dockery, 
addressed to the ‘Postmaster, Washington, D. C.” which included the following statement: 
“I beg to State that Mr. Percy McGraw Mann, expert philatelist, 720 Liberty Bldg., 


Philadelphia, called at this bureau with a sheet of 100 30c stamps which, after careful 
examination, were found to be genuine, perforated 10, and printed on unwatermarked paper. 


However, apparently due to the philatelic politics prevailing at the time, or possibly 
an honest difference of opinion as to the true unwatermarked status of the sheet, the exact 
details of which are difficult to establish now as the main principals are all dead, the 
stamp was refused listing in the Catalog. 

The owner put it away and it did not come out of hiding until 30 years later, in 1947, 
when he allowed it to be submitted to the Philatelic Foundation Expert Committee for an 
opinion. After examining the sheet, that Committee proceeded to issue Certificate No. 547, 
dated July 29, 1947, duly signed by three members of the Committee, stating: “We have 
examined the enclosed United States, 1916, 30c orange-red, pane of 100 from the lower 
right, plate #6917, unused, o.g., Perforated 10 . . . and we can find no trace of a water- 
mark.” A very high five figure asking price apparently prevented the sheet from coming 
on the philatelic market at that time. 

The owner of the sheet passed away in 1958, and we have acquired it indirectly from 
his estate. We proceeded to sumbit the sheet to the P. F. Expert Committee for a reexamin- 
ation and Certificate No. 11,704 was issued with the following opinion: “We have examined 
the enclosed U. 8S. A. 1916 30c orange-red, complete mint sheet . . . and are of the opinion 
that it is unwatermarked and should be Scott #476A.” This opinion not only verifies the 
sheet’s unwatermarked status but also states that it should be a full major number, the 
long missing 30c value in the 1916 unwatermarked set. 


It is possible a few other singles and blocks may exist, but the verification of such as 
definitely unwatermarked would be extremely difficult, if not impossible, outside of a piece 
of sufficient size to definitely establish the lack of watermark. The stamps from this sheet 
of 100, therefore, probably represent the only ones that can definitely be verified as unwater- 
marked, so the total supply, for all practical purposes, is only 100 copies, the same as the 
24c Air Mail Invert cataloging $6,000 each.

How Lodz Became Litzmannstadt | 


ECAUSE we have learned that 

so many stamp collectors are 

searching for the history of a 
city named “Litzmannstadt” and 
have failed to locate it on German 
or Polish maps, we decided to offer 
this information for publication. 

For over a century the Polish city 
of Lodz was highly industrialized. 
Its capacity for production of wool- 
ens, cotton cloths, silks and plastics 
was well known the world over. 
Lodz was frequently referred to as 
the “Polish Manchester.” 

After the 1939 Nazi invasion of 
Poland, this important city was 
Germanized. It was brought into 
the German Reich, and the ancient 
name of Lodz was changed to “Litz- 
mannstadt”; and with the change 
the Polish postal service was placed 
under German Postal Authority. 

Nazi stamps replaced Polish ad- 
hesives as early as 1940. The Ger- 
man cancellation dies also pro- 
claimed “Litzmannstadt” by 1940. 
Denials by Nazis that proof of the 
nazification of Poland’s Lodz exist- 
ed in the form of stamp cancellation 
was long a difficult matter to dis- 
pute, due to scarcity of philatelic 
material. Recently a cache of covers 
and postcards came to light from 
a German source. All this mail, from

1940-41-42, bears Nazi-isued stamps 
cancelled with German cancellation 
dies proclaiming “Litzmannstadt”’ 
in place of Lodz. 

Postcards depicting the Nazi 
General Litzmann, in whose honor 
the city of Lodz was renamed, were 
mailed by the thousands to Germany 
by members of the Nazi Army of 
Occupation in 1942. The postcards 
propagated Nazi ‘“Wartheland- 
Kameradschaft” or the determina- 
tion to conquer Poland up to the 
natural banks of the Warthe River, 
as planned since the days of Bis- 
marck. 

The strongest proof of the Ger- 
manization of Poland’s Lodz is an 
elaborate cancellation die showing, 
above smoking chimneys of Lodz; 
the name “Litzmannstadt.” 

Below the silhouette of Lodz is 
a line reading “I. POSTWERTZ- 
EICHENSCHAU,” below | which 
appear the dates, and the two bot- 
tom lines read ‘“Gemeinschaft 
Deutscher Sammler e V Gau 
Wartheland.” 

In 1941 the German “Stamp Day” 
was enforced in Lodz. A postcard 
pictures a German worker shoul- 
dering a sledgehammer as he stands 
beside a helmeted Nazi soldier with 
bayonetted rifle in hand. The stamp

cancellation also proclaimed “Litz- 
mannstadt” and the center of the 
die pictures opening parachutes of 
descending Nazi invaders. At the 
bottom of the picture bold letters 
state “KAMPFEN-ARBEITEN- 
OPFERN.” 

The earliest known cancellation 
die replacing the name of Lodz with 
“Litzmannstadt” was used in 1940 
to cancel mail emerging from the 
Jewish Ghetto that was set up by 
the Nazis in Lodz. The circular die 
carried (in the upper half of the 
circle) the wording “Der Aelteste 
Der Juden—Litzmannstadt.” The 
center space showed the date “12, 
A.P.R. 1940”, while the bottom lines 
show “Ghetto. Postabsteilung I.” 

One of the most telling proofs 
the Nazi Germanization of the Po- 
lish city of Lodz is a registered 
cover bearing four typical Nazi 
“Gross-Deutschesreich” stamps and 
cancelled with a die bearing “Litz- 
mannstadt” in place of Lodz. This 
fine philatelic document is a regis- 
tered letter addressed to ‘Herrn 
Anton von Steinbach, in Plecn 
stadt.” » | fa ’ 

Several such emt decntem ay

ollege Philatelic Museum, in Wes- 
con, Mass. 

Philatelic research also has estab- 
iished the fact that renaming of 
.40dz was not an act decided on the 
ypur of the moment. Even as early 
as 1938 the plans drawn by Nazi 
militarists were complete. Delving 
lleeper into this research, we read 
m the German language publication 
“Die Ostmark”—official organ of the 
famed “Hakatia Organization”—a 
yuotation by Brig. Gen. Kielmannes- 
fegg soon after World War I: 


“The German Nation lost a large 
part of Eastern Europe—pure Ger- 
Man territories in the East... .” 

Regardless of all writings from 
Nazi sources, philatelic research 
wings out the indisputable facts 
that “Litzmannstadt” was born in 
the Polish city of Lodz—a brain- 
thild of Hitler, who thus honored 
eneral Litzmann for a job well 
lone in occupied Poland. 


“Litzmannstadt” cannot be found 
on maps of Poland nor of Germany. 
{t is the ancient Polish city of Lodz, 
and by the latter name will be readi- 
y found on the maps of Poland.

Simplicity in Design 


OOD taste in stamp design is regret- 
tably rare. In part this lack is due to 
interference on the part of busybody su- 
periors and clients who dictate what the 
artist shall include in his finished model. 
In part it is also due to the fashion of 
the time: thus, for example, stamps of the 
latter half of the nineteenth century were, 
generally speaking, more fully elabo- 
rated, more ornamented and curlicued, 
than those of today. 

A third major influence is the tradition 
of the group with which the designer is 
associated. Thus, for example, although 
we may not be able to express them, we 
nevertheless are aware of significant dif- 
ferences between French and German 
stamp designs, or even between the designs 
of United States Bureau issues before and 
after the recent appointment of a commit- 
tee on design. 

But finally, and in essence, the artistic 
qualities of a stamp design reflect the per- 
sonality and judgment of the designer him- 
self. Within the limits of the cultural and 
administrative setting in which he works, 
he still has some degree of latitude, suffi- 
cient in most cases to permit the projec- 
tion of his own ideas and tastes. In fact, 
if he is a competent artist, he will un- 
doubtedly to some extent influence his 
clients, point the way to a shift in artistic 


- fashion, and assert his own values. Thus, 


Moser set a new and worthwhile fashion 
when he designed the 1906 Bosnia issue. 
Chmielowski has had an impressive influ- 
ence in the recent designing of Austria’s

stamps, and Bickel’s artistic influence in 
Switzerland is clearly evident. 

The modern trend is toward simplicity. 
Simplicity and symbolism. Great Britain’s 
Edward VIII set was simple. The Europa 
issues of various countries, and the five- 
swans stamps of the Northern Countries 
in 1959, are good examples of symbolism. 

The danger in this trend, of course, is 
that it might be overdone. Simplicity can 
become stark and sterile. Symbolism can 
be awkward and irrelevant. To find the 
golden mean, the perfect symbol expressed 
in the fewest lines, is difficult. 

Without offering them as either the 
best of their kind, or as leaders in current 
fashion, I present here five items which, 
in my opinion, reveal the stamp designee 
at his best. 

Italy’s union anniversary set of 1911 
was entirely different from its prede- 
cessors. The 15 centimes item is as taste- 
fully designed as any in stamp history. 
The serpent ring represents the eternity 
Rome. The sculptor and the Trajan letter- 
ing symbolize her classic. tradition. What 
otherwise would have been an excess of 
wordage is given proper emphasis by rep- 
resenting it as though a monumental in- 
scription. The contrast and balance of 
light and shade comprising the crouching 
figure serves as base for the major inscrip- 
tion and a living focal center for the 
design asa whole. _ e 

Even more modern in its sinaioiye a a 
in some ways: still reminiscent of - 
Italian. item, is Canada’s recent 
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memorative of country women of the 
world. The kneeling figure, skillfully out- 
lined, is balanced by the denomination in 
the same mode and strong color. Her gen- 
tle hand gives life to a growing plant. All 
wording is reduced to lettering in white 
on an engraved background of inconspicu- 
ous green. 

Switzerland’s Europa stamp of 1957 is 
about as simple a design as any could be, 
but strong, not only as a design but also 
as a symbol. As a work of art it is ’way 
ahead of the designs of other nations 
celebrating the same occasion. In its per- 
fect simplicity and appropriateness it is 
like a Euclidean theorem. 

Mexico’s airmail series of 1934, as rep- 
resented by the Sc item, very nearly fails 
to meet the requirement of simplicity, 
though its symbolism is excellent. The 
god has wings, and an envelope in his 
speaking mouth. Aztec art was complex, 
covering every space. But the designer of 
this illustration successfully subordinated 
the detail by his use of white, black, and 
grey. The lettering is cleverly simplified 
in a style conforming to the illustration. 

Austrie’s Olympic fire of 1948 is built 
like an ancient Greek altar, enduring, 
classically simple, and alone. Focal point 
is the vital flame in a perfect shallow bowl. 
The rings and lettering are carved in stone. 

Here then are examples to dream on, 
and to plan artistic designs for the future. 
A stamp design does not have to be clut- 
tered to tell its story.

Philatelic Notes 


By George van den Berg 


WE have run across many stamp col- 
lecting Americans at club meetings 
and wholesale and retail auctions during 
our long stay in Japan, but have particu- 
larly enjoyed the Ray Millings, whom we 
have gotten to know well, and with whom 
we have visited back amd forth (had 
Thanksgiving dinner at their place, for 
example). 

Ray was in the occupation forces and 
stayed on in a civilian capacity after his 
discharge and so had five years in Japan 
some time back. He married an ex- 
quisitely beautiful Japanese girl, Junko 
(her many American friends call her 
“June”) Nahara, daughter of a teacher 
and a famed calligrapher who, in 1954, 
won the All-Japan calligraphy contest and 
was awarded the Grand Prize—a long, all- 
expense trip to America. The Millings 
have two charming children, Debbie and 
Michael,~and for some years lived in 
Chicago where Ray was business manager 
for a hospital—you may have read about 
them in James Michener’s article on Japa- 
nese wives in America in Life in the mid- 
fifties. They returned to Japan for a pro- 
tracted stay three years back when Ray 
became Comptroller for the Pacific Stars 
and Stripes, and they have a lovely semi- 
western home, five stops on the Odakyu 


interurban line from Shinjuku Station not 


so far from us. 


Ray is an avid philatelist and has 
a virtually complete collection of superb 
used Japanese stamps (the tough commem 
sheets Were, in many cases, used as post- 
age on letters back home when current) 
which is really something, and is building 
up fine collections of Japanese “Specimen” 
stamps, postal stationery, commemorative 
stamps and forgeries as well. But he has 
other hobbies too, such as collecting col- 
ored view cards and Buddha statues of 
which he has a host. 

Mrs. Millings’ great hobby is Japanese 
music and she plays the Kato (harp) 
beautifully—in fact, gave a public recital 
recently. She herself collects scrolls and 
screens and their home is a veritable art 
museum. 


The Millings are going back to the 
States shortly with innumerable crates of 
furniture and collector materials, and will 
be much missed by their host of American 
and Japanese philatelist and non-philate- 
list friends. We will certainly want to 
see them again back there some fair day. 


| about everybody interested in 

stamps, coming to Yokohama or 
Tokyo, sooner or later runs across 
Brother Germain Vonderscher of 85 Bluff, 
Yamate-cho, Yokohama. Belgian by birth, 
Brother Germain is a member of the 
Marinist Order, a Roman Catholic or- 
ganization specializing in education (the 
famed University of Dayton is operated 
by this order.) He has been in Japan for 


some thirty years as a teacher, now being 


at St. Joseph’s School in the teeming port 
city. 

Brother Germain, who is a wonderful 
person, has been a lifelong collector and 
knows just about everything there 1s to 
know about stamps. He is a foremost 
authority on Japanese classics, and since 
1930 has handled many of them. Person- 
ally under the vow of poverty, his very 
extensive stamp dealings are carried on in 
the interests of the St. Joseph’s Com- 
munity in Yokohama, with current earn- 
ings going to the Building Fund. 

Brother Germain has, for years, been 
attending the first-and-third-Wednesdays- 
of-the-Month meetings of the Tokyo Stamp 
Club (Tokyo Kitte Kai), held at the re- 
nowned St. Mary’s International School, 
located at 48-1 Isarago, Shiba, Minato-ku 
(between Keio University and Shinagawa 
Station). He has served it in every ca- 
pacity as officer and commonly has the 
best lot of material for sale. 

“Tet’s go early to see Brother Germain’s 
material” is heard over and over. He is, 
however, just as eager to buy as to sell, 
since he serves as supplier to a leading 
U.S.A. dealer he met during the latter’s 
service in Japan, and acquires a lot of 
good stuff at these Saint Mary’s meetings. 
He is also a regular attendant at the Josui- 
kai (wholesale auctions), 2,600 of which 
have been held over the past 20 years and 
are currently being operated by Mr. 
Okawa in the Chikuyu Kaikan (public 
assembly hall) at Okochimachi. 

I came with a letter of introduction to 
him from Colonel John F. Phelan, now 
in charge of the Engineer Supply Depot 
in Marion, Ohio, who had become well 
acquainted with him as a neighbor in 
Yokohama and a fellow-philatelist during 
two tours of duty in Japan. 


Brother Germain, who had been told of 
my pending arrival, welcomed me most 
heartily, introduced me to everyone (in- 
cluding another churchman, Brother 
(Michael of St. Mary’s-in Tokyo), who also 
handles stamps commercially on that in- 
stitution’s account, and made me feel im- 
mediately at home. Many of my closest 
Japanese stamp associations have arisen 
through his introductions. 

As somebody put it one evening, 
“Brother Germain knows everybody in 
stamps in the Tokyo-Yokohama area, and 
he’s got cancellations, gum and perfs in his 
veins.” I’ve met few people with a knowl- 
edge of the stamp market to equal his. 


HE Nikko Stamp Company of P.O. 
Box 30, Arakawa, Tokyo, which is 
managed by Hideo Sakamaki, operates a 
substantial mail order business in Japa- 


~ ese stamps, with many clients in England 


and the British Commonwealth-Empire. 
My relations with this firm have beep 
very pleasant. 


HE best-known Japanese wholesaler 


after the war was unquestionably 
Takashi Yonehara, a keen young entre- 


preneur who had a good knowledge of — 


American business methods and excellent 
command of English, The Yonehara 


family originated in (Nagoya but he set up _ 
_ in business in Tokyo and was a very active 


member of the dealer fraternity for quite 
some time. 


Unhappily enough, he was killed in a 
plane accident a couple of years ago while 
flying back to the old home town, and 
it fell upon his brother, Tetsuo Yonehara, 
a 1945 graduate of Nagoya Technical Col- 
lege and, by profession, an industrial en- 
gineer, to liquidate the business. This 
brother who knew nothing of stamps and 
had forgotten most of his English, was 
happily offered assistance by the much- 
loved and universally respected Y. Kuma- 
zawa, himself a retail dealer and vice- 
president of the Tokyo Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, out of the kindness of his heart— 
Mr. Kumazawa is like that and that’s 
why he’s so much liked by dealers and 
collectors alike. 


Mr. Kumazawa not only helped brother 
Tetsuo Yonehara wind up affairs—he 
taught him stamps, wholesale techniques 
and retaught him English. The result was 
that the latter became a dealer on his 
own and has built up a flourishing business 
in mint new issues. He serves as buy- 
ing agent for dealers in several coun- 
tries, packets, pictorial and commem mix- 
tures and poundage goods. Those of you 
in the trade have doubtless seen his sin- 
gularly attractive wholesale list and many 
of you collectors have been answering his 
STAMPS small ads offers of kilos (he 
sold some 300 in 1959). Today, at 35, 
happily married to a pretty girl and father 
of a first son, born early this year, he con- 
ducts his business from 248 Eifuku, Sugi- 
nami, Tokyo, entirely apart from his 
industrial designing office in. Suginamiku. 

You dealers who haven’t gotten onto 
his list might well care to do so and many 
of you collectors would be interested in 
his offers in our back pages. 


In his regular profession, Mr. T. Yone- 
hara is a topnotcher, working in the 
Radio, TV, Hi-Fi Component, Transistor, 
_ Camera and Business Machines fields. He 
has received several flattering offers from 
American firms and may well, in time, 
_come to the U.S.A. But, for the time, as 
a famiy man, he prefers to remain in 
Japan which is a land of boundless eco- 

“nomic opportunity. Being of the ener- 
_ etic type, he has found stamps an ex- 
cellent outlet for his boundless enthusi- 
asms and, rather to his own amazement, 
has worked his way well to the fore 
among exporters. He particularly enjoys 
the human relationships developing there- 
from and has built up a wide circle of 
iends among dealers and collectors in

CoLomBIA—Scott’s Nos. 421-436, com- 
morating the Third National Olympic 
Games, is.one of the few Olympic issues 
which is missing in many collections. The 
current selling price seems to be prohibi- 
tive to most, and dealers seldom have it 
in stock. It is offered sporadically in auc- 
tions, and despite the fact that small faults 
are mentioned in the auction catalog de- 
scriptions sometimes, it seldom is bought 
for less than $100.00. In case you feel 
rich enough to afford it, buy it only com- 
plete, and if you get it below the auction 
price I mentioned, then you can count it 
a bargain. 

Another set which is just as elusive is 
Nos. 445-447, the 1937 National Olympics 
Games commemorative. I mentioned this 
one more than a year ago, and at present 
it catalogs at $4.00. You can expect to 
pay full catalog for this one, and that is 
not too much. Whether you wish to get 
both of these sport issues mint or used, 
do it now. By next fall, when the new 
catalog comes out, you will probably see 
a higher figure for the valuation. 


SaAR—Scott’s #226 plus #C12, the 1950 
“Europarat” commemorative, has been 
tipped many times before. Even so, one 
can now and then see comparatively low 
offers, and with the dull summer months 
ahead of us, a set or two might be ob- 
tained at a more favorable rate than when 
business is brisk during the busy season. 
Dealers are asking between $12.50 to 
$15.00, which, in my opinion, is a very 
low price compared with “offers-to-buy” 
from abroad. This forerunner of the very 
popular Europa issues should be obtained 
now. With many dealers having left the 
States for the London exhibition, many 
of these types of sets have been taken 
abroad to be sold back to Germany where 
the market is ready to absorb a few hun- 


dred sets of this popular issue. ‘While we 


are on the subject of travel, I myself am 


now in Europe and intend to be back by 


. 


August 3, 1960. In the meantime, you will —

STAMPS on the market movements in 
London, Paris, Prague, Vienna, Milan and 
Zurich. I am sure that you will want to 
know what angling for stamps is like in 
Europe and I hope that it will provide 
good reading for you. 


Russta—Apart from the 1935 Sport 
_ gssue, Scott’s #559-568, which is “way up,” 
I repeat another tip of not so long ago. 
| This is Scott’s #698-705, the 1938 Sport 
set in mint condition. Only by trying to 
find it will you realize the difficulty in ob- 
taining it. 


Brazit—There are two stamps which 
have been in demand the past few months, 
Scott’s Nos. 728 and C88. ‘While there 
are enough of C88 around, No. 728 (is- 
sued to publicize U.N. Day) is hard to 
find; stocks seem to be depleted. Both of 
these stamps will move up in the catalog, 
and it is safely suggested that you get 
them at the present full catalog valuation, 
which is 55c for No. 728 and 18c for 
C88. 


Monaco—With the French currency 
change of January 1960, little by little, 
all of the still current stamps will be re- 
placed with the new hard franc denomina- 
tions. Scott Nos. C41-44 (sea swallows) 
has already been replaced with a new 
airmail set, and C41-44 is probably obso- 
lete. It is still to be found here in the 
U.S.A. for around $6.50 to $7.00, but no 
large quantities have been put away of 
a high face-value set like this.

Another set which I recommended a 
long time ago is Scott Nos. 262-273, the 
Holy Year issue of 1951. The airmail 
values are becoming scarce already. This 
set is going up and up, and the price is 
full Scott or over. There is no doubt that 
it will go still higher, and should you be 
in the market for this one, better take 
care of it now; it will cost you more later. 

Sport and Olympic Games issues are 
steadily rising in demand, and Scott Nos. 
295-300, plus C36-9 should be included 
in your collection as soon as possible. 
There are definitely no stocks anywhere 
and only if you browse through some 
dealers’ stocks and discover a stray set 
will you probably have a chance to get 
these stamps. 
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International Aerophilatelic 
Organization FISA Plans 
1961 Exhibitions 


FFORTS to found the FISA (Interna- 
tional Federation of Aero-Philatelic So- 
cieties) which have been in progress since 
1951 came to realization on April 23, 
1960. In the presence of delegates from 
Argentina, Belgium, West Germany, 
France, Great Britain, Italy, the Nether- 
lands, Austria, Portugal, Switzerland, Hun- 
gary, and the U.S.A. members of the Ex- 
ecutive Office of the General Committee 
were elected. Officers are Dr. Jan Boes- 
man (Netherlands), president; Rag. Mario 
Onofri (Italy), vice-pes.; and Ries Kap- 
tein (Belgium), secretary-general. 


Some of the principal purposes of the 
new federation are to contribute to the 
development and propagation of aero- 
philately, the collecting of postal air docu- 
ments, support to exhibitions, compose 
lists of FISA experts and judges, to co- 
operate with other philatelic organizations, 
to issue its own bulletins and contribute to 
aerophilatelic literature, and to contribute 
to national and international exhibitions 
where FISA judges will be on the Jury. 

International exhibitions of aerophilately 
will take place in Vienna in May 1961 
and The Hague in August 1961, as the 
first under FISA patronage. The FISA 
1961 congress will also be held at The 
Hague in August. 

On the occasion of the FISA constitu- 
ent meeting in Strasbourg, the French post 
office applied a special postmark.

U.S. PLATE 
BLOCK News 


By Edward A. Livingstone 
690 River Road, Beaver, Penn. 


Q.—I have been purchasing through the 
years, plate blocks and sheets of U. S. 
commemoratives and I would like to sell 
them. ‘Where can I find out information 
about prices offered for such material? 


A.—The various stamp magazines, in- 
cluding this good magazine STAMPS, 
carry “ads” of different dealers who will 
purchase wholesale or retail quantities of 
mint stamps, however, there are special 
dealers who handle sheets only and a 
couple of these are the Mint Sheet Brok- 
erage Company, 8470 Blue Ash Road, 
Rossmoyne, Ohio. Also, the Stamp-Ade 
Company, 1220 Huron Road, Cleveland 
15, Ohio. 

It is almost impossible to obtain any 
premiunr over face value for sheets issued 
from 1945 onward, i.e., starting with 
about Catalog No. 927, unless, of course, 
you have some of the more scarce plate 
numbers or some of the commemorative 
stamps with the lesser volume of print- 
ings. This is true with respect to plate 
blocks. Many of these are drugs on the 
market and in many cases both the mint 
sheets and the mint plate blocks must be 
sold at a discount from face to dealers; 
otherwise they will not be interested in 
buying. Investments in full sheets and 
plate numbers in the commemorative 
series in the last fifteen years have not 
been too successful as a financial venture, 
and one is most fortunate if he is able 
to get out of it their original costs. On 
these types of investments, however, if 
you are a philatelist, and are interested in 
the hobby of collecting them, your pay- 
ment will be the profit representing your 
enjoyment of the hobby. 


* *&  # 


Q.—I am interested in obtaining a list 
of plate numbers used and quantities 
printed for all U. S. Air Mail stamps. If 
such a list is obtainable, would you please 
let me know? 


A.—Scott’s Specialized U. S. Catalog 
for 1960 (Page 230), gives under Air 
Mail stamps the quantity issued for each 
different denomination from C-1 to C-56 
inclusive. 

However, for data on the number of 
impressions printed by the Bureau of En- 


graving and Printing of each plate num- — 


ber of each airmail stamp, the best infor- 
mation can be obtaimed by joining The 
Bureau Issues Asssociation, Inc., 38 Gray 
St., Arlington 74, Massachusetts, or by 
keeping your own records from the data 
which appears from time to time in 
STAMPS, on the plate numbers and quan- 
tities printed, based on monthly reports 
from the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing. However, any old data with respect 
to the number of impressions of each 
plate number would only be available from 


some specialized collector or a_ plate 
number organization such as the Bureau 
Issues Association where such progressive 
records are kept up to date. 

* * * 

Q.—I have your listing of Presidential 
Series plate numbers still uncancelled by 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 
You have indicated that these plates had 
not been sent to press, however, in check- 
ing, I find that I have certain of these plate 
numbers in my collection and stock. 


A.—In my article which appeared in the 
Feb. 27th issue of magazine STA'MPS, 
I referred to 32 Presidential Series plates 
which were still not cancelled by the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing, and I 
stated, based on the information I had, it 
did not appear that any of these plates 
had gone to press. However, on checking 
further into this, I find the plates ‘Nos. 
23847 and 8 of the 3c Presidential book- 
let pane series went to press on Feb. 21, 
1951. The 3c coil Plates Nos. 24279 and 
80 went to press April 11, 1951. This, 
therefore, can account for your possession 
of some of these plate numbers.

Interesting Information on 
Palace of the Governors 
Stamp Design 


OR the benefit of other collectors who, 
like myself, must have wondered about 
the difference in design of the architecture 
of the “Palace of the Governors” at Santa 
Fe between the recently issued 114¢ stamp 
and the design shown on the Kearny com- 
memorative issue of 1946, I quote the 
following from a recent letter from the 
Library Museum of New Mexico. 


“The reproduction of the drawing from 
which the 1946 stamp was made is one 
drawn partly from memory and partly 
imaginative, and was done in 1909 by 
Dr. Kenneth Chapman.

Dr. Chapman was loath 
to do the illustrations for the book since, 
at that time, he had made no study of 
New Mexico architecture amd was not 
then living in Santa Fe. However, Mr. 
Twitchell insisted that his publishers were 
demanding illustrations at once, so Dr. 
Chapman agreed to do them. 


“Barly in the 1900’s restoration work 
was done on the ‘Palace’ and its portal 
was restored to the simplicity of the 
original Spanish portal. This was as it 
looked at the end of the Mexican Regime 
when General Kearny saw it and, with 
minor changes, as it looks today.”

T= Philatelic Exhibition organized by 

the Union of Polish Philatelists in 
Great Britain was a well planned and very 
successful event. There were many invited 
guests at the opening, among them repre- 
sentatives of the British and Polish phila- 
telic and other associations.
